2  new  hydrants  installed  by 
contract;  2  new  hydrants  -in- 
stalled by  town;  98  feet  water 
main  extensions  and  replace- 
ments by  town;  1,052  feet  water 
main  exttnsions  and  replace- 
ments by  contract;  8  main 
valves  installed  by  contract;  907 
feet  of  sewer  main  installed  by 
town;  17,552  feet  of  8  inch  to 
20  inch  sewer  main  installed  by 
contract,  of  which  11,033  feet 
was  on  Route  1  which  was  com- 
pleted in  1972. 

The  completion  of  Route  1 
sewer  is  a  major  step  to  future 


growth  on  Route  1,  and  to  in- 
sure the  continued  future  suc- 
cess of  the  present  business  es- 
tablishments.

.  During  1972  the  Town 
■  Clerk's  office  recorded  260 
births  to  residents  of  Sau- 
gus,  these  taking  place  both 
in  and  out  of  Saugus,  while 
*  there  were  149  births  in 
Saugus  to  non-residents. 
Total  births  recorded  were 
409  compared  to  516  in 
1971,  a  decrease  of  107. 

Marriage  intentions  filed  by 
residents  totaled  296,  of  which 
'  four  were  not  exercised.  Mar- 
riages of  non-residents  totaled 
31,  for  a  net  total  of  323  against 
293  in  1971,  an  increase  of  30. 

Deaths   recorded    totaled   328, 
including  194  residents  and  134 
non-residents,  against  a  total  of 
393  in  1971. 
BIRTH  INDEX  COMPLETED 

In  all  cases  of  non-residents, 
the  required  copies  of  births, 
marriages  and  deaths  were  for- 
warded to  their  own  place  of 
residence,  while  copies  of  all  re- 
cordings were  transmitted  to  the 
Secretary  of  State.  The  recopy- 
ing  of  the  unusable  birth  index 
covering  1852  to  1931  has  been 
completed.

The  one 
now  in  use  is  crowded  to  the 
point  where  no  further  vital 
records  can  be  safely  stored. 
There  is  a  desparate  need  for 
further  fire-proof  storage  to  pro- 
tect these  records  which,  due 
to  social  changes,  are  becoming 
increasingly   important.

During  the  year  a  referral 
center  was  provided  to  assist 
all  Senior  Citizens  for  informa- 
tion and  advice  at  the  Council 
Headquarters,  28  Taylor  St.  Of- 
fice hours  were  2  to  4  p.m. 
Monday  through  Friday.  Some 
of  the  activities  which  took 
place  were  the  following: 

Hot  lunches  were  served  for 
Senior  Citizens  at  the  Beimonte 
Junior  High  on  Monday, 
Wednesday  and  Friday.  The 
cost  to  each  person  was  50 
cents.  This  program  was  start- 
ed on  March  22  and  continued 
throughout  the  year  except  for 
vacations.  The  total  number  of 
meals  served  were  5,277.  The 
council  is  grateful  to  the  School 
Department,  George  Hudgins 
and  personnel  of  the  cafeteria 
for  the  splendid  service  which 
was  given. 

To  anticipate  the  number  of 

children  who  are  effected  in 
this  way.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
additional  time  and  money  will 
have  to  be  provided  each  year 
as  better  diagnosis  helps  us  to 
identify  these  children.

Twenty  volunteers  have  of- 
fered to  pick-up  and  deliver  food 
orders  on  a  monthly  basis.

Fire  Chief  Thomas  A. 
Nolan  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

This  report  covers  several 
phases  of  the  Fire  Departments' 
operations,  regarding  the  cur- 
rent year;  apparatus  replace- 
ment program  through  a  stabili- 
zation fund ;  and  the  future 
growth  of  the  Fire  Department; 
plus  various  programs  which 
this  Department  has  instituted 
for  the  protection  against  fire, 
fire  prevention,  and  the  saving 
of  life  as  a  result  of  fire. 

I  wish,  through  this  media,  to. 
in  all  honesty  and  sincerety, 
publicly  express  my  sincere  ap- 
preciation for  your  support  in 
the  sprinklerization  program, 
fire  detection  program  and  the 
program  of  controlling  parking 
at  our  shopping  centers,  without 
which  these  programs  would  not 
have  become  S  reality. 

In  1935,  and  again  in  1967  the 
National  Board  of  Fire  Under- 
writers recommended  addition- 
al fire  stations  in  the  Clifiondale 
area,  and  also  in  the  North  Sau- 
gus  area. 

The  Town  Meeting,  in  their 
wisdom,  provided  the  necessary 
funding  for  the  fire  station  in 
the  Cliftondaje  area  which  has 
proven  time  and  '  again  how 
valuable  this  station  has  been 
to  the  Cliftondale  area. 
POSITIVE  ACTION 

In  my  opinion.  I  strongly  feel 
that  positive  action  ajid  pro- 
gramming should  begin  this 
year  into  the  feasibility  of  an- 
other Fire  Station  in  the  North 
Saugus  area.  This  area  has 
built  up  to  such  an  extent  with- 
in the  last  ten  years  that  the 
taxable  property  is  valued  at 
more  than  $20  million. 

It  takes  Nils  department  a 
minimum  of  eight  minutes  to 
reach  the  North  Saugus  School 
Recognized  authorities  will 
state  that  the  longest  period  of 
time  shall  not  -  be  over  three 
minutes. 

If  this  station  were  to  materi- 
alize it  wouldn't  have  to  be  an 
elaborate  type  fire  station.  A 
station  like  the  Essex  Street  sta- 
tion, with  some  modifications , 
would  be  ample  for  many,  many 
years  to  come. 

The  tax  dollar  cost  of  con- 
struction would  be  less  than  SI 
in  the  tax  year,  and  this  would 
be  for  the  current  year  of  con- 
struction only.  The  total  cost  of 
manning  the  Station  each  year 
in  the  tax  rate  would  be  less 
than  50  cents  per  year  on  the 
tax  rate.     . 

When  one  takes  this  yearly 
cost  factor  into  consideration  it 
is  very  minimal.  Compare  this 
extra  cos'  against  the  loss  in 
revenue  the  Town  would  re- 
ceive if  a  building  was  to  be- 
come a  total  loss  due  to  delay 
in  arrival,  than  the  .50  cent 
additional  cost  to  the  tax  rate 
is  not  even  noticeable. 

The  taxpayers,  both  business 
and  homeowners  pay  for  prop- 
er and  adequate  fire  protection 
in  other  areas  of  the  Town 
with  the  result  that  I  feel  the 
area    of    North    Saugus    should 


receive  this  recognition  by  be- 
ing  provided    proper   and   ade- 
quate   fire    protection    to    this 
area. 
BYLAW 

The  Home  Fire  Detection 
Systems  program  was  present- 
ed at  the  annual  Town  Meet- 
ing in  1972  for  acceptance  as 
a  bylaw  through  amendment  to 
our  fire  prevention  code. 

The  principle  and  direct  pur- 
pose of  this  by-law  was  to  de- 
crease the  possibility  of  loss 
of  life  in  dome  fires.  Fire  rec- 
ords show  that  of  all  the  peo- 
ple who  died  in  home  fires  a 
very  large  per  ccntage  of  them 
died  from  smoke  inhalation 
rather  than  from  direct  burns 
received  from  fire. 
■With  this  program  if  a  fire 
were  to  take  place  within  a 
home  or  apartment  the  occupant 
wbulbV  be  notified  and  would  be 
able  to  escape  long  before  the 
fire  reached  the  disasterous 
stage. 

It  will  also,  in  the  case  of 
people  being  away  from  home, 
notify  or  alert  neighbors  of  the 
fire  so  they  may  notify  the  Fire 
Department  of  the  alarm  being 
sounded. 

We  lost  one  life  by  fire  this 
year  and  had  this  By-Law  been 
in  effect  at  that  time  it  would 
have  saved  that  life. 

A  sprinklerization  program 
was  started  by  this  department 
in  1970  and  at  the  end  of  1972 
the  results  of  this  program  were 
beyond  our  fondest  hopes  and 
desires. 

DOLLARS  SAVED 

Through  education,  speaking, 
engagements,  etc.  we  were  able 
to  present  and  show  in  actual 
dollars  saved  if  the  various  haz- 
ardous establishments  were  to 
completely  sprinkler  their  prop- 
erty, with  a  Master  Box  tied  in- 
to the  fire  station. 

There     were     28     establish- 
ments which  we  classified  as 
hazardous  and  out  or  this  fig- 
ure   to    date    25    such    places 
have  bought  this  program.  In 
one  establishment  in  particu- 
lar the  lotal  cost  of  this  pro- 
gram   was    $16,000.    With    this 
they  received  a   $4,000   insur- 
ance deduction   upon   comple- 
tion  of  the  sprinkler  system. 
This   $4,000   Insurance    deduc* 
rion  per  year  will  enable  them 
to  pay  the  cost  of  the  sprink- 
ler   system     in     four     years. 
This  means  that  after  the  four 
years  the  system  has  paid  for 
Itself    and    allows    the    $4,000 
savings   to   be  used  for  other 
purposes. 
Before      this      program     was 
started      a      presentation     was 
made  to  the  town  manager  who 
showed     considerable     interest, 
and    over    the    past    two    years 
was    of    considerable     help     in 
making  this   program   success- 
ful. 

Very  few  people  fully  realize 
that  whenever  an  establishment 
has  a  fire  that  ends  up  in  be- 
ing a  total  loss  the  tax  base  of 
the   town   is  directly  affected. 

A  good  example  of  the  above 
is  when  Wong's  and  the  Fla- 
mingo fires  ended  in  total  loss.

The  total  assessed  -valuation  of 
these  two  places  exceeded  ]S136.- 
000.  Because  of  this  the  lown 
must  absorb  this  loss  in  tax 
revenue.  Had  sprinklers  ■  been 
installed  we  would  not  have  had 
such  a  loss  in  our  tax  base. 

A  request  is  being  made  this 
year  through  a  special  article 
in  the  Town  Meeting  to  start  a 
positive  apparatus  replacement 
program  for  this  department. 

This  program  will  have  a 
yearly  request  for  the  sum  of 
$25,000  which  sum  shall  be  kept 
in  the  stabilization  account  un- 
til enough  money  has  been  set 
aside,  for  direct  apparatus  re- 
placement 

The  first  unit  which  the  town 
must  replace  will  be  the  ladder 
truck.  The  present  unit  is  over 
20  years  bid  and  is- more  or  less 
outdated  as  it  has  a  reach  of 
only  65  feet. 

With  the  height  requirements 
of  six  stories  in  the  La  urel 
Gardens  High-Rise  unit,  the 
present  ladder  truck  wiH  not 
reach  the'  top  floor. 

PURCHASE  PLATFORM 

It  is  my  intention  to- purchase 
an  85-foot  aerial  platform  which 
wil  lcost  in  the  vicinity  of  $130,- 
000.  With  this  program,  at  the 
end  of  the  fifth- year  the- town 
can  then  advertise  for  the  new 
unit  with. very  little  if  any  af- 
fect to  the  tax  dollar. 

Because    of   Hie    wear    and 
tear   which    our    tire    lighting 
apparatus     must     take      Bach 
year    an    apparatus    replace- 
ment program  is  necessary. 
When  the  present  fire  station 
was    built    very 'little    planning, 
'was  given  to  the  future  growth 
of  the  town  in  regards  to  the 
Watch    Room.    The    designated 
Watch   Room  in  all   probability 
was  large  enough  to  handle  the 
fire  alarm  traffic  in  those  days. 
I  well  remember  in  1952  the  to- 
tal number  of  alarms  was  500 
which  we  thought  'exceptionally 
high;  however,  with  the  growth 
of  the  Town  our  response  has 
increased  to  over  1,600  alarms 
per  year. 

When  the  Chief's  Office  was 
moved  to  the  Essex  Street  Fire 


Station  plans  were  then  InsU-  ■ 
tuted  to  convert  the  old  Chief's 
Office  to  a  more  modern  Watch 
Room.  A  console  built  by  the 
Officei-s  and  Men  of  this  Depart- 
ment was  moved,  and  the  elect- 
rical department  and  building 
department  furnished  labor  and 
materials  for  the  conversion. 

1  wish,  to  thank  Tom  Green, 
and  Joe  Landry  for  their  assist- 
ance which  made  the  cost  factor 
extremely   low. 

The  overall  sick  time  taken 
by  members  of  this  department 
was  kept  to  a  minimum. 

Of  the  53  men  over  half  had 
three  or  less  days  of  sick  time. 
There  were  14  men  who  had  no 
lost  time,  six^  men  with  one 
day.  six-  men '  with  two  days, 
seven  men  with  three  days. 
This  accounts  '  for :  33  men  of 
the  department.

Library  Reviews  Services 


The  Saugus  Public  Li- 
brary began  several  new 
programs,  expanded  old 
ones,  and  set  up  an  im- 
portant one  during  the 
summer  of  '72,  beginning 
with  Open  House  Week, 
April  24-28,  during  which 
ails  and  crafts  of  local 
citizens  were  displayed. 
Evenings  during  this  week 
were  taken  up  with  a  film 
trip  to  India  and  Iran  with 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Stanley  Carp; 
the  story  of  Chap  Books 
with  Mrs.  Gladys  Warren; 
a  talk  with  films  about  the 
National  Parks  system  by 
Glen  Gray,  Supt.  of  Iron- 
work Restoration;  the  art 
of  flower  arranging  by  Mrs. 
Albert  Futter  of  the  Saugus 
Garden  Club  and  oil  paint- 
ing techniques  by  Mrs. 
Adeline  Faraci,  Saugus 
artist. 

Meanwhile,  to  give  parents  a 
chance  to  attend  the  adult 
meetings,  children  were  enter- 
tained in  their  n>onn  with  films 
and  puppet  shows  put  on  by 
.loan  Ballard  and  Virginia  Tay- 
lor. 

The  library  is  planning  an- 
other open  house  for  this  April. 

LIBRARY  SURVEY 

Reviewing  the  survey  forms 
for  patrons  filled  out  during 
open  house,  all  agreed  the  main 
libraiy  needed  more  space,  that 
parking  at  the  center  was  very 
limi  ed;  that  Cliftondalc  Branch 
had  a  pleasant,  relaxed  atmos- 
phere; that  East  Saugus  could 
use  better  lighting  and  better 
shelving.  So,  during  the  sum- 
mer, brightly  painted  shelves 
were  installed  along  tour  walls 
in  this  branch  and  fluorescent 
lighting   for  the   main   room, 

The  lihrary  four  sets  of  criti- 
ques which  should  be  a  starting 
point  for  literary  criticism,  two 
long  walls  "I  reference  bonks  to 
which  were  added  five  new  sets 
of  encyclopedias  this  spring.

Films  for  children  began  with 
the  gift  of  a  sound  motion  pro- 
jector from  the  Saugus  Rotary 
Club  in  November.  The  chil- 
dren's room  at  the  center  has 
had  movies  every  Friday,  from 
3:15  to  4:30  p.m.  Mrs.  Eliza- 
beth Piatt  is  the  operator,  and 
as  many  as  75  youngsters  have 
attended  a  single  performance. 
Films  are  borrowed  each  week 
from  the  Boston  Public  Library. 

New  book  lists  are  prepared 
each  month.  Historical  fiction 
is  stil  kept  near  the  circulation 
desk  in  a  book  trough.  West- 
erns and  science  fiction  have 
been  relocated  in  the  adult  fic- 
tion area  in  two  free-standing 
book  cases  recently  purchased.

BOOKMOBILE 

Bookmobile  service  from  the 
Eastern  Regional  Bookmobile 
Center  in  North  Reading  was 
begun  in  November,  1968,  as  a 
special  service  to  augment  the 
library's  book  collection  at  the 
North    Saugus    School    Library 


which  is  run  by  the  Cliftondale 
Branch  librarians  for  school 
children,  he  service  was  ex- 
panded to  include  I  he  Clifton- 
dale Branch  in  January,  19IJ9, 
and  the  East  Saugus  Branch  in 
September,  1969.  It  began  by 
borrowing  2,148  books  in  1969, 
and  this  year  borrowing  5,448 
items  from  the  North  Reading 
Center.

From  Page  12 
lowing  tlio  regulations  im- 
posed on  home  borrowers  of 
the  participating  town  libra- 
ries. In  1971,  308  residents  had 
(Saugus)  cards  for  this  spe- 
cial use,  adding  10  more  this 
year  (318). 

The  memorial  book  collection 
added  44  books  in  1972.  These 
have  been  given  in  memory  of 
friends  and  relatives  of  Saugus 
residents  who  died  during  the 
year.  Others  are  gifts  for  spe- 
cial occasions.  The  Dorothy  E. 
Lunt  collection  has  45  books  on 
ceramics,  antique  and  modem 
glass,  with  six  added  this  year. 
The  Ernest  L.  Shapiro  collec- 
tion, purchased  from  the  fund 
donated  by  Congregation  Aha- 
vas  Sholom,  Saugus,  has  48 
books  with  six  added  this  year. 
The  collection  is  kept  in  a  spe- 
cial area  in  the  adult  reading 
room. 

The  record  collection  is  still 
425  discs  as  we  didn  ot  have 
money  to  add  to  it  last  year, 
but  wil  update  some  areas  this 
year.  In  spite  of  this,  circula- 
tion for  records  was  961  for  the 
year. 

School  visits  are  a  continuing 
library  service  and  are  set  up 
by  the  teachers  and  the  librar- 
ians in  the  children's  rooms  of 
all  libraries  during  the  year. 
The  primary  grades  are  given  a 
simple  introduction  to  the  li- 
brary, and  invited  to  sign  up  for 
library  cards.  The  older  groups 
are  introduced  to  the  use  of  the 
card  catalog,  and  given  books 
to  find  from  Dewey  numbers. 
Other  classes  have  been  shown 
the  use  of  the  Reader's  Guide 
to  Periodical  Literature. 

At  the  Center  Library,  pre- 
school story  hours  were  started 
during  National  Library  Week 
in  April  of  1969,  and  have  grown 
to  the  point  where  96  children 
are  enrolled  in  four  groups 
which  meet  on  alternate 
Wednesdays  during  each  month. 
The  library  staff  serves  pastry 
and  coffee  to  the  mothers  and 
grandmothers  who  meet  in  the 
adult  reading  room. 

At  Cliftondale,  Mrs.  Parker, 
children's  librarian,  has  had 
story  hours  during  school  vaca- 
tions and  special  times  of  the 
year.  East  Saugus'  Wednesday 
morning  group  meets  with  Mrs. 
Heath,  and  has  built  up  to  18 
children  from  that  area. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the 
Saugus  Center  Congregational 
Church  a  Christmas  party  for 
200  children  was  held  in  the 
church  vestry.  A  puppet  show 
was  put  on  by  Joan  Ballard  and 
Virginia  Taylor.  Raggedy  Ann 
helped  Santa  distribute  gifts,' 
brought  in  by  the  children  to  all 
the  little  one  present. 
VACATION  BOOKS 

Vacation  books  may  be  taken 
out  on  a  vacation  time  schedule, 
with  deadline  for  returning  set 
for  the  first  Monday  in  October 
for  adults,  and  the  first  Monday 
after  school  begins  in  Septem- 
ber for  children.  Seven-day 
books,  reserved  books,  and  the 
newest  non-fiction  are  not  al- 
lowed to  go  out  for  this  ex- 
tended period.  Borrowers'  cards 
must  be  left  on  file  in  the  libra- 
ry or  branch  where  the  books 
are  signed  out.

checked  by  early  July. 
However,  in  the  main  and 
branch  catalogs,  work  con-1 
tinued   into   early   September. 

Notes  from  a  memorandum 
to  Francis  C.  Moorehouse. 
town  manager,  and  the  Library 
Board  follows : 

"Books  designated  lost  or 
stolen  have  been  a  part  of  the 
collection  during  the  past  year 
and  a  half  (1971  to  mid-June 
1972).  They  are  known  to  have 
been  used  in  school  projects, 
while  others  are  in  areas  espe- 
cially interesting  to  adults: 
psychology,  ESP,  astrology. 
witchcraft,  cookery,  arts  and 
crafts,  foreign  affairs  and  bi- 
ography. 

"Books  lost  in  circulation  are 
those  charged  out  to  borrowers 
who  will  not  be  responsible  for 
their    return,    or    payment    for 


them  if  lost.  These  number  40 
juvenile  books  and  127  adult 
books,  or  a  total  of  167  books 
which  will  cost  approximately 
5853  to  replace.  We  have  sent 
overdue  notices,  made  .  phone 
calls  and  sent  bills  to  try  to  re- 
trieve these  books.  The  only 
recourse  left  is  legal  action. 

"Books  that  have  been  stolen 
number  88  juvenile  books,  and 
337  adult  books,  or  a  total  of 
425  which  wiU  cost  52,049.19  to 
replace. 

"A  total  of  592  books  which 
are  a  total  loss  to  us  have  an 
estimated  replacement  cost  of 
52.902. 

"The  third  list  contains  items 
lost  and  paid  for,  and  already 
replaced;  32  books  at  S104.68. 

Library  statistics  for  the  an- 
nual report  to  the  Massachu- 
setts Library  Bureau  require  a 


figure  for  circulation  of  books 
and  for  "  reference  transac- 
tions" during  the  year.  Records 
of  questions  taking  more  than 
five  minutes  to  find  materials 
have  been  kept. 

The  circulation  of  books,  109.- 
689  in  1971,  was  a  high  point  in 
six  years  of  increase  in  circu- 
lation. Our  figure  for  1972,  99,- 
848.  was  a  large  drop  of  9,841 
books.  Closing  two  weeks  for  in- 
ventory would  drop  the  figure 
in  each  area,  but  the  Cliftondale 
Branch's  circulation  drop  of 
5,487  books  can  not  be  attri- 
buted to  two  week's  closing! 

A  daily  average  of  circulation 
of  books  kept  by  the  Cliftondale 
Branch  children's  librarian, 
showed  a  steady  increase  from 
68.3  books   (1968)   to  77.5   (1970)

Planning  Board 
Cites  Busy  Year 

During  1972  members  of  the  Saugus  Planning 
Board  have  conducted  their  meeting  arid  hearings  in 
fmanner  prescribed  by  law  and.  to  the  best  of  our 
judgment,  In  the  best  interest  of  the  residents  of  the 
Town  of  Saugus. 


The  past  year  has,  hopefully. 
witnessed  a  stabilization  of 
membership  on  the  board  after 
several  trying  years  of  inex- 
perience due  to  many  resigna- 
tions, etc.  The  Planning  Board 
has  recognized  the  need  to  es- 
tablish improved  sliort  and  long 
range  planning  to  cope  with  the 
anticipated  growth  and  develop- 
ment of  the  Town,  and  is  mak- 
ing an  effort  to  consider  each 
decision  with  this  in  mind. 

Subdivisions:  During  the  past 
12  months,  we  have  seen  out- 
standing developments  complet- 
ed at  Pevwell  Drive  and  Ken- 
nedy Drive.  Site  work  has  been 
started  at  Jones  Drive  and 
David  Drive,  adjacent  to  Indian 
Valley.  Former  Planning 
Boards  have  established  strict 
regulations  for  services,  includ- 
ing underground  cables  for 
lighting,  and  the  fruits  of  their 
services,  are  now  beginning  to 
show. 

Apartments:  Petitions  to  the 
Planning  Board  in  1972  for  re- 
zoning  of  land  for  apartment 
use  have  been  numerous.  Al- 
though the  board  has  recognized 
a  lag  in  the  construction  of 
multifamily  dwellings,  which 
are  so  vital  to  the  economic 
growth  of  a  community,  we 
have  recommended  only  pro- 
posals which  are  well  planned 
well  financed  and  obviously  well 
managed. 

The  1971  annual  Town  Meet- 
ing approved  land  on  Newhall 
Avenue  (formerly  Ace  Welding 
property)  for  such  a  develop- 
ment, and  the  board  has  been 
working  with  the  developer  to 
assart  a  finished  product  which 
will  be  an  asset  to  the  town.  An- 
other multiunit  apartment  on 
Broadway  is  now  under  con- 
struction, having  been  carefully 
studied  by  the  board  in  1972, 

The  services  of  a  pad  lime 
Inspector,  who  is  a  professional 
engineer,  has  proven  very  valu- 
able to  the  members  of  the 
Planning  Board,  and  have  pro- 
tected die  welfare  of  the  lax- 
payers  in  assuring  proper  con- 
struction and  design  of  site 
work  in  both  subdivisions  and 
apartment  complexes. 

During  the  annual  Town  Meet- 
ing in  1972,  the  Planning  Board 
sponsored  several  zoning  by- 
law changes  which  will  enhance 
the  safety  and  welfare  of  the 
residents  of  Saugus.  We  wish  to 
publicly  thank  the  Town  Meet- 
ing assembly  for  favorable  vote 
in  making  these  changes  pos- 
sible. We  acknowledge  the  co- 
operation  we  received  from  the 
chief  of  the  Fire  Department, 
chief  of  the  Police  Department, 
superintendent  of  public  works, 
superintendent  of  buildings, 
Board  of  Health  and  Board  of 
Appeals  and  thank  them  for 
their  assistance  in  reviewing 
plans  and  future  programs.

Personnel  Advisers  Chart  Plans 

The  Personnel  Advisory  Board  took  formal  action  to  recommend  to  the 
town  manager  that  negotiations  be  undertaken  with  various  town  unions  so  that 
a  better  Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield  plan  might  be  implemented. 
Because   of  the    higher  cost, 


however,  the  proposed  new  plan 
was  rejected. 

The  recommendation  was  one 
of  the  highlights  of  the  year's 
activities  of  the  board,  com- 
posed of  Edward  Service,  chair- 
man; Richard  Scannell,  secre- 
tary; Lou  Pelosi.  Warren  Lov- 
e.l  and  Daniel  Ruggierio. 

The  cost  of  the  new  Blue 
Cross-Blue  Shield  plan  would 
have  been  shared  on  a  50  per 
cent  basis  between  the  town 
and  its  employes,  resulting  in 
substantial'  health   benefits. 

The  board  further  reported : 
"Another  important  study  that 
was  undertaken  was  a  complete 
review  of  the  health  depart- 
ment with  the  goal  being  the 
consolidation  of  all  department 


functions  under  a  new  director 
of  public  services. 

'  'This  goal  was  achieved  when 
the  1972  town  meeting  passed 
the  establishment  of  this  posi- 
tion. Many  meetings  were  held 
to  listen  to  suggestions  and 
screen  various  applicants  for 
the  post. 

"The  choice  was  Ronald  Had- 
dad  whom  the  board  considered 
best  qualified  for  the  job.  He 
has  done  an  outstanding  job  this 
year. 

"The  annual  town  meeting 
also  approved  and  funded  the 
implementation  of  a  comprehen- 
sive employe  suggestion  plan 
which  so  far  has  proven  to  be 
a  disappointment  because  of  a 
lack  of  employe  participation 
and  understanding  of  the  rules.

Annual  Report 

The  following  is  the  annual  report  of  the  opera- 
tions and  work  performed  by  the  various  divis.ons  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  for  1972. 

ADMINISTRATION 

This  division  consists  of  the  superintendent  of  public  works, 
a  principal  clerk  a  senior  clerk  and  one  temporary  junior  clerk. 

Durine  1972  most  telephone  calls  and  communications  were 
received  bv  this  office  for  services  which  were  channeled  to  the 
various  drristons.  This  division  also  computed  and  mailed  13,615 
water  and  8  7::6  sewer  bills;  prepared  the  weekly  Payrolls  for 
data  process  rig  kept  books  of  expenditures;  prepared  balance 
Jhelts  Tent  personnel  records;  prepared  sewer  and  other  better 
St  assessments;  monthly  water  barges;  prepard  sketches 
nnH  ^ost  estimates  for  special  articles  in  the  \97J  iown  warrant, 
and  otter  retafed  miscellaneous  duties.

WATER  DIVISION 

The  water  division  is  made  up  of  a  compliment  or  approx- 
imately eight  men  supervised  by  a  water  foreman.

"Permits  and  licenses  issued 
for  1972,  1,410;  complaints  re- 
ceived, 1,226;  animals  quaran- 
tined, 206;  milk  and  water 
samples  for  analysis,  91;  sewer 
applications  completed,  177; 
permits  for  remodeling  septic 
tanks,  15;  restaurant  and  store 
inspections,  165;  samples  of 
water  from  bathing  areas  for 
analysis,  50,  and  swab  tests- 
utensils— eating  establishments, 
50. 

"All  school  cafeterias  and 
other  places  of  accommodation 
provided  by  the  town  fell  under 
routine  and  special  inspection 
schedule. 

"Motels,  cabins,  rest  rooms 
and  other  rental  units  were  in- 
spected to  upgrade  and  main- 
tain strict  standards  of  sani- 
tation. 

Continuing  Mosquito 
Control  Program: 

""Completion  of  2,500  feet  of 
salt  marsh  ditching,  brook 
cleaning  and  reclaiming  to 
destroy  hatcheries  before  the 
complete  metamorphosis  oc- 
curs. In  this  way  pest  control 
is  achieved  in  the  embryonic 
stage.

This  section  repaired  and  serviced  approximately  43  pieces 
of  DPW  equipment  during  1972. 

The  minor  repairs  performed  consisted  of  points,  plugs, 
carburetors,  fuel  pumps,  lights,  tires,  horns,  fan  and  drive  belts, 
windshield  wipers,  motor  tune-ups,  brake  and  clutch  adjustments, 
etc. 

Major  repairs  were  the  rebuilding  of  engine  and  transmission 
on  #14  Reo;  the  rebuilding  of  engine,  transmission  and  rear 
end  on  #3  Chevrolet  piek-up;  complete  brake  job  on  #9  Mack 
Sander;  replacing  crank  shaft,  all  bearing  and  complete  clutch 
job  on  #12  Dodge  dump;  overhaul  complete  drive  train  for  rear 
sanding  unit  on  #10  Reo  Sander;  complete  valve  job  on  #22 
Reo  dump. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  report  that  all  1972  DPW  projects,  with 
the  exception  of  the  Hamilton  Street  sewer  trunk  line,  which  is 
in  progress,  are  completed  or  soon  to  he  completed  as  scheduled.

Studied 

The  Salt  Water  Marsh 
and  River  Basin  Committee 
held  seven  meetings  in 
1972.  The  most  significant 
development  this  year  was 
the  passing  of  the  Wet- 
lands Bylaw,  drawn  up  and 
proposed  by  the  Committee 
under  the  leadership  of 
Bromley  Cook. 

Also  during  the  period  the 
areas  of  the  marsh  currently 
covered  by  permits  to  fill  were 
outlined  and  several  trips  were 
taken  to  the  area  to  establish 
those  sections  which  are  still 
useable. 

Because  of  the  resignation  of  . 
the  chairman  and  his  subse- 
quent replacement,  the  com- 
mittee was  inactive  during  the 
summer  and  fall.  In  early  No- 
vember, a  reorganizational 
meeting  was  held  and  recom- 
mendations made  to  the  man- 
ager to  make  appointments  to 
bring  the  committee  to  full 
strength. 

Though  no  firm  zoning  recom- 
mendations will  be  made  to  the 
Town  Meeting  this  spring,  the 
committee  will  examine  all  im- 
plications of  the  various  possi- 
ble zoning  which  could  be  used 
in  the  marsh  and  will  propose 
these  changes  for  possible  ac- 
tion by  the  Town  Meeting  in 
1974.

Conservation 

Activities 

Reported 

The  town  Conservation 
Committee  submitted  the 
following  report: 

"The  Environmental  wel- 
fare of  Saugus  now  —  the ' 
protection  of  the  environ- 
mental welfare  of  the  fu- 
ture generations  to  follow 
—  this  is  the  charge  and 
concern  of  your  Conserva- 
tion Commission.  '? 

"The  Saugus  Conservation 
Commission  was  especially  ac- 
tive in  1972.  Attendance  by 
members  and  associate  mem- 
bers was  excellent  and  con- 
science resulting  in  many  man 
hours  '  donated  with  the  follow- 
ing accomplishments. 

"The  holding  of  23  meetings; 
held  two  public  hearing  under 
the  Hatch  Act;  the  placing  of 
$5,000  in  the  Conservation  Fund ; 
the  acquisition  of  6.85  acres  of 
land  adjacent  to  lands  now 
owned  on  the  Saugus  River;  the 
acceptance  of  a  $50  donation 
from  the  Riverside  Club,  to- 
wards the  development  of  the 
Outdoor  Class  Room;  appoint- 
ment of  two  new  members,  Rob- 
bert  Tibbets  and  David  Weiner; 
the  acceptance  of  an  active  as- 
sociate membership ;  obtained 
permanent  office  space  and  of- 
fice equipment;  an  informative 
newspaper  column  "Conserva- 
tion Corner"  written  by  Robert 
Tibbets  was  established. 

Also,  reviewed  all  letters  re- 
ceived from  the  Department  of 
Natural  Resources  re-permits 
and  extension  of  orders  of  con- 
ditions on  fill  and  removals;  re- 
viewed tax  title  land  before  be- 
ing put  up  for  sale  by  the  Board 
of  Selectman;  action  taken  via 
letters  to  the  Senate  Ways  and 
Means  Committees  on  Conser- 
vation issues;  cooperated  in 
"Spring  Cleanup"  sponsored  by 
the  League  of  Women  Voters. 

Also,  spoke  twice  at  the  Sau- 
gus High  on  "Ecology  Day", 
distributed  educational  litera- 
ture and  showed  films;  a  num- 
ber of  members  toured  oil 
farms  in  Revere,  Chelsea,  and 
Everett;  investigated  all  reports 
of  illegal  fill  and  pollution  in 
river  and  brook  areas  and  took 
bacterial  counts  three  times; 
issued  two  Cease  and  Desist 
Orders — requesting  proper  ap- 
plications be  made;  studied  and 
summarized  the  Boston  Trans- 
portation Planning  Review  re- 
port and  submitted  our  recom- 
mendations to  the  selectmen 
and  the  review  for  the  gover- 
nor's  review. 

Also,  each  member  was  as- 
signed a  specialized  responsi- 
bility in  the  area  in  which  they 
were  familiar— educational,  per- 
mits, legal;  attended  the  gov- 
ernor's spring  offensive  semi- 
nar; attended  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Metropolitan  District 
Commission  in  Boston;  attended 
meeting  held  by  the  Boston  Con- 
servation Commission,  Brooklyn 
Conservation  Commission  and 
conservation  commissions  from 
the  outer  core  cities  and  towns. 

Also,  attended  the  Boston  pres- 
entation of  the  Harris  Report 
(Oil  Terminal  and  Refineries) 
presented  to  the  Massachusetts 
Port  Authority ;  attended  all 
meetings  called  by  the  town 
manager;  maintained  liaison 
with  other  town  boards  and  of- 
ficials; Many  extra  meetings 
were  held  to  study  and  compile 
a  conservation  plan;  a  new  and 
important  responsibility  has 
been  assigned  to  conservation 
commissions  —  on  Oct.  15,  the 
Jones  and  Hatch  Acts  were 
combined'.  Hearings  under  this 
act  are  to  be  conducted  by  the 
Conservation  Commission  (the 
Board  of  Selectman  holds  one

to  79.5  (1971)  back  to  68.4  in 
1972.  The  staff  feels  the  many 
disturbances,  acts  of  vandalism, 
and  harassment  which  continue 
to  plague  the  Cliftondale  Branch 
have  disrupted  the  normal  func- 
tion of  the  library,  causing  in- 
conveniences to  adult  patrons 
and  often  jeopardizing  the  well- 
being  of  children  using  the  ju- 
venile facility  here,  so  much  so 
that  parents  have  refused  to  let 
their  children  come  to  the  li- 
brary, and  many  adults  expres- 
sing their  regrets,  have  stopped 
coming  here. 

NEW  BOOKS 

During  1972,  2,613  new  books 
were  added  to  the  adult  collec- 
tion, and  1,691  to  the  juvenile 
areas  for  a  total  of  4,304.  Of 
this  number,  434  were  gifts  from 
the  personal  libraries  of  Saugus 
citizens.  Many  were  from  young 
folk,  several  years  out  of  col- 
lege, whose  recent  tort  books 
were  an  important  addition  to 
our  collection  and  44  memorial 
books  were  donated. 

With  the  increase  in  post  of 
year's  purchases.  Collection  of 
a  big  help  in  stretching  the 
individual  books  and  higher 
SOO-adult  and  high  school,  and 
hooks  in  l'.H'i  numbered  ■)(>,- 
book  budget  to  cover  the 
postal  rates,  the  478  gifts  were 
20,143  juvenile,  or  a  total  of 
60,3-13  volumes.  With  an  ex-  ■ 
penditure  or  $3,575,  14  sets  of 
new  encyclopedias  were  placed 
in  all  libraries,  and  smaller 
but  important  reference  sets 
and  individual  books  in  the 
libraries  were  updated. 
Adult  cards  were  issued  to  815 
new  borrowers,  and  567  to  juve- 
niles in  1972. 

The  Board  of  Library  Trustees 
instituted  a  charge  of  10  cents 
for  each  overdue  notice  sent  to 
a  borrower  in  addition  to  the 
regular  fine  of  two  cenls  per 
day  for  books  overdue  in  the 
adult  areas  of  all  libraries.  This 
policy  was  begun  in  July,  1970.

In  1972  all  libraries  sent  out 
1,267  6-cent  postcard  notices,  971 
letters  and  128  bills  requiring  8- 
cent  stamps,  and  made  1,088 
phone  calls  to  get  back  these 
overdue  books.  In  spite  of  our 
efforts,  167  books  have  to  be 
considered  "lost  in  circulation". 

Crossmore  School  in  North 
Carolina  four  years  ago  became 
a  project  with  the  support  of 
patrons  and  church  groups, 
friends  and  the  staff,  to  collect 
commercial  food  coupons  which 
to  package  and  send  to  this 
school  every  other  month.  This. 
coupon  program  helps  meet  the 
cost  o  fproviding  a  home  and 
education  for  180  children  whose 
lives  have,  been  shattered  by 
family  tragedy. 

Two  dollars  a  day  is  the 
charge  for  a  child  to  come  to 
Crossnore,  and  the  difference  in 
actual  cost  per  child  is  made 
up  by  donations,  used  clothing, 
the  coupon  program,  and  trad- 
ing stamps.  Scholarships  come 
from  individuals  and  church 
groups  who  will  sponsor  a  child. 

Food  coupons  are  redeemed 
at  face  value  by  the  issuing 
companies,  and  trading  stamps 
purchase  bedding,  kitchen  uten- 
sils, towels.

"Miracle  in  the  Hills i"  written 
by  its  founder,  Dr.  Mary  Mar- 
tin Sloop. 

Saugus  Bank  and  Trust  Com- 
pany has  made  two  generous 
gifts  during  1972:  plastic  book 
bags  and  printed  bookmarks. 
Most  helpful  for  older  patrons 
or  young  children  carrying  an 
armful  of  books,  these  plastic 
bags  are  especially  useful  to 
the  libraries  in  rainy  or  snowy 
weather  to  protect  books  from 
water  damage. 

Bookmarks  are  printed  with 
hours  and  telephone  numbers 
of  the  libraries. 

Staff  activities  for  the  year

In  1950, 
there  were  1 ,624  persons  per 
square  mile,  and  in  3970  there 
were  2,373  persons  per  square 
mile. 
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Computer 
Is  Asset 
To  Saups 

Our  goal  for  1972  was  to 
prove  that  a  computer  could 
be  a  definite  asset  to  the 
town.  Three  applications 
were  carefully  chosen  to 
achieve  maximum  utiliza- 
tion of  the  computer.  These 
applications  were  payroll, 
real  estate  billing,  and 
water  and  sewer  billing. 

The  new  payroll  system  was 
begun  on  Jan.  1.  Because  of  pay- 
roll complexities,  refinements 
were  being  made  on  a  continuous 
basis  during  the  entire  year. 
During  the  year,  more  than 
31.300  payroll  checks  were 
printed  for  1,275  employes.  These 
checks  totaled  more  than  $6.7 
million.  As  a  result,  there  is  a 
potential  of  almost  one  million 
different  pieces  of  payroll  data 
wi  stored  on  IBM  cards.  Reports 
""  and  data  are  now  available, 
_  which  under  the  manual  system, 
<  were  not  available  on  a  regular 
*"    basis. 

Work  was  begun  in  April  on 
the  real  estate  application.  Most 
of  the  effort  in  this  application 
was  spent  in  keypunching  and 
editing  ihe  file.  The  file  con- 
sists of  35,000  IBM  cards  rep- 
resenting 9,500  pieces  of  prop- 
erty, and  contains  almost  250,000 
important  pieces  of  data.  This 
file,  when  passed  through  the 
computer,  can  print  the  real 
estate  bills  in  a  single  day,  and 
the  real  estate  commitment  list- 
ing on  the  following  day. 

In  designing  the  water  and 
sewer  billing  applications,  two 
unique  approaches  were  taken. 
First,  the  water  and  sewer  bills 
were  combined  into  a  single 
bill.  In  so  doing,  10.000  bills  per 
year  will  be  eliminated  from  the 
billing  cycle.  Second,  the  com- 
bined water  and  sewer  bill  was 
designed  to  be  printed  from  the 
real  estate  file.  Thus,  eliminat- 
ing the  need  for  maintaining  two 
large  dplicate  files.  Also,  it  per- 
mits all  data  for  a  single  piece 
of  property  to  remain  together. 
CENSUS  USE 

Work  progressed  quickly  and 
smoothly  enough  in  these  three 
applications,  that  additional  ap- 
plications were  picked  up.  The 
resident  file  was  keypunched 
and  edited.  From  this  file  the 
poll  book  and  voter  listing  will 
be  printed.  Eventually  this  file 
will  also  be  used  for  census. 
The  town  employe  coal rilm- 
tory  Retirement  System  was 
completely  automated.  This 
eliminates  the  posting,  totaling 
and  balancing  ol  15,600  trans- 
actions per  year  on  the  manu- 
al system.  It  also  eliminates 
alt  manual  reports.  Two  other 
new  applications  were  the 
printing  o  fthe  town  budgets, 
and  the  asignment  of  a  locker 
to  each  high  school  student. 
During  the  year,  1,141  hours 
were  logged  on  the  meter  of  the 
computer's  central  processing 
unit.  This  is  not  only  high  for 
the  first  year  of  installation,  but 
it  is  higher  than  many  installa- 
tions which  are  several  years 
old.  This  high  utilization  of  the 
computer  is  confirmed  by  the 
—  fact  that  over  200,000  pages  of 
stock  paper  were  printed,  and 
almost  750,000  IBM  cards  were 
used. 

One  hundred  and  three  pro- 
grams were  written,  tested  and 
put  into  operation.  These  repre- 
sent both  permanent  and  one- 
shot  programs.  These  represent 
a  toial  of  12,500  lines  of  program 
coding. 

Sapgus  was  host  to  many 
towns  and  cities  that  were  in- 
terested in  data  processing  in 
general,  or  in  a  specific  applica- 
tion.

Laurel  Gardens 
Annual  Report 

Laurel  Gardens  comes  under  Massachusetts  Gen- 
eral Laws,  Section  38 ,  to  41  of  Chapter  121-B  as 
amended,  for  housing  of  elderly  citizens  of  low  income. 
To  be  eligible  a  person  must  be  65  years  of  age  or  over. 
A  person  must  be  low  income  and  in  need  of  housing. 
In  general  the  annual  income  of  a  couple  must  not 
exceed  $4,000,  and  a  single  individual  $3,500. 

Dwellings  are  planned  for  single  and  double  occupancy. 
Dwellings  for  two  persons  may  be  occupied  oy  the  following 
combinations:  married  couples,  two  men  or  two  women,  a 
brother  and  sister. 

In   the   selection  of  tenants  the   following  rules  are  used: 

—  Must  be  citizens  of  the  United  States. 

—  Applicants  must  be  residents  of  Massachusetts. 

—  Applicants  to  be  selected  first,  must  be  residents  of  the 
Town  of  Saugus,  at  the  time  of  filing. 

—  Former  resident  who  resided  in  Saugus  for  a  number  of 
years  will  be  considered. 

—  All  applicants  selected  must  be  able  to  provide  for  them- 
selves. 

—  Everything   being   equal  the   date  of  filing  will  govern. 
Tenants  are  allowed  to  reach  the  following  incomes.  Single 

54,000.  Couples  §4,500.    Under  a  new  law  rents  must  not  exceed 
25%  of  income. 
1972  EXPENSES 

Total  expenses  for  last  year  would  call  for  an  average 
monthly  rent  of  $84.72.  The  deficit  is  paid  for  by  State  Aid. 
There  are  at  present  nine  men  and  34  women  and  their  ages 
run  between  66  to  98  years,  and  there  are  four  tenants  over  89 
years  of  age. 

In  April  the  annual  examination  of  accounts  was  made 
by  the  state  auditor.  All  accounts  were  found  to  be  in  proper 
order  and  the  maintenance  of  the  grounds  and  buildings 
were  found  to  be  in  proper  order  and  the  maintenance  of 
the  grounds  and  buildings  were  found  to  be  clean  and  well 
maintained. 

Laurel  Gardens  now  has  85  units.  Each  unit  has  a  living 
room,  bedroom,  bath  and  kitchenette,  electrically  heated,  elec- 
tric stove  and  refrigerator,  electric  hot-water  heater.  All  units 
are  connected  with  the  Central  Fire  Station  by  a  Fire  Dector 
System.

To  date  all  applications  received  before  Jan.  1,  1973  who 
are  residents  of  Saugus  have  been  investigated  and  interviewed, 
All  who  were  qualified  have  been  selected  as  tenants. 

An  open  house  will  be  held.  Saugus  can  dedicate  it's  new 
addition  for  its  elderly.

"In  1972,  the  Cemetery  Department  and  the  for- 
estry and  Parks  Department  were  combined,  thus  be- 
coming the  Cemetery,  Forestry  and  Parks  Department. 

"The    Cemetery    Department 


conducted  115  interments.  This 
was  a  decrease  of  73  from  the 
1971  high  of  188  interments.  The 
Cemetery  Department  had 
receipts  of  $36,037.00 

"A  new  metal  garage  was 
constructed  to  house  the  two 
departments  in  the  Cemetery. 

"A  total  of  1,200  new  grave 
spaces  were  added  to  the  Ceme- 
tery with  a  land  sale  value  of 
$150,000.00. 

"Fifteen  new  trees  were 
planted  in  the  cemetery. 

"The  Forestry  and  Parks  Di- 


vision  planted  123  new  street 
trees  and  answered  326  com- 
plaints and  problems  concerning 
trees. 

"The  department  hot  topped 
problem  areas  at  the  Veterans 
Memorial  School,  Oaklandvale 
School  and  the  Central  Elemen- 
tary School  yards. 

"New  chain  link  fence  was  in- 
stalled at  the  Ballard  and  the 
Roby  Schools. 

"A  new  softball  field  was  con- 
structed at  the  Junior  High 
School.  The  Junior  High  School 
football  field  was  refurbished. 
New  playground  equipment  was 
installed  at  the  Ballard  School, 
Oaklandvale  School  and  Vet- 
erans Memorial  School. 

"With  the  help  of  the  Build- 
ing Department  crew  a  new  coat 
of  paint  was  given  to  the 
bleachers  at  Stackpole  Field. 

"With  the  cooperation  of  Ern- 
est Pesce,  Superintendent  of 
Public  Works,  the  Forestry  De- 
partment salvaged  approximate- 
ly 1,100  yards  of  loam  from  the 
site  of  the  High  School  addition. 


TOPOGRAPHY 

In  general,  Saugus  land  is  a 
combination  of  rough  ledges, 
stony  soil,  and  level  fields  with 
several  brooks  flowing  into 
ponds  and  into  the  Saugus  Riv- 
er. The  southeastern  section  of 
town  is  a  salt  water  marsh.  The 
town  has  a  tidal  shore  line  of 
10.4  miles.

Acting  in  the  chain  of  com- 
mand under  the  captain  are  * 
lieutenants,  recorder  and  tele- 
phone contact,  firearms  and 
range  officer,  representative  of 
and  officer  of  the  Massachusetts 
Auxiliary  Police  Association. 
The  duties  of  the  sergeants  are 
supervisor  of  all  equipment,  uni- 
forms, including  two  police  cars 
and  two  C.  B.  Walkie  Talkies. 
The  remaining  sergeants  are 
each  in  charge  of  a  group  of 
patrolmen. 

Ten  men  in  the  unit  are  each 
covered  by  insurance  in  the 
event  of  an  accident  while  pa- 
trolling on  duty  or  in  any  train- 
ing schedule  as  assigned  by  the 
Chief  of  Police,  Fred  Form. " 

The  men  are  continuing  to 
patrol  all  schools  and  play- 
grounds in  the  evening  to  help 
eliminate  any  possible  destruc- 
tion caused  by  vandals.  They 
are  also  assisting  at  traffic  con- 
trol at  the  Sunday  church  ser- 
vices. The  usual  schedules  of 
duties  such  as  assisting  at  traf- 
fic during  holiday  parades  and 
at  functions  such  as  the  VFW 
Fourth  of  July  Carnival  plus 
many  other  functions  have  been 
part  of  the  activities.  Twelve 
auxiliary  police  assisted  by 
three  Civil  Defense  radio  men 
patrolled  during  the  evening  of 
Oct.  31,  Halloween.  Private 
cars  were  used  as  well  as  the 
two  auxiliary  cars. 

During  the  year  five  of  the 
auxiliary  men  were  appointed 
as  temporary  reserves,  and 
were  assigned  to  regular  police 
duties.  This  cut  down  the  num- 
ber of  hours  that  the  men  spent 
in  all  regular  auxiliary  police 
work. 

Nineteen  of  the  21  active  men 
have  been  sworn  in  as  special 
police  officers  from  May  1, 
1972,  to  April  30,  1973. 

Gasoline  for  the  year  has 
been  provided  by  the  regular 
police  department  and  mainte- 
nance and  repairs  have  been 
provided  by  the  police  garage 
and  by  donations  from  civic  or- 
ganizations such  as  the  Saugus 
Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars.

Electrical  Department  Projects  Listed 


The  following  is  a  report 
of  the  Electrical  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  1972. 
This  is  the  second  annual 
report  for  the  Electrical 
Department  and  during  the 
year  1972  many  electrical 
repairs  and  services  were 
made  to  our  Public  Build- 
ings, some  projects  being 
of  a  major  nature,  as  well 
as  countless  general  main- 
tenance projects. 

Our  Department  is  vitally  con- 
cerned with  electrical  safety, 
fire     alarm     protection     as     a 


means  of  fire  prevention  and 
improvements  in  street  lighting 
to  help  lower  the  crime  rate 
as  well  as  benefits  to  greater 
traffic  safety  and  beauti fixation. 
INSPECTIONS 

Issued  477  electrical  permits 
and  made  1,098  inspections  at 
private  dwellings,  commercial 
an  dindustrial  properlies.

The  Finance  Committee,  consisting  of  nine  members,  is  ap- 
pointed by  the  town  moderator,  three  each  year  for  a  period 
of  three  years.  Moderator  Richard  Barry  appointed  as  new 
members.  Robert  Florence.  Joseph  Marini  and  Donald  Shulz. 
The  appointments  were  made  at  the  close  of  the  1972  Town  Meet- 

During  1972,  the  Finance  Committee  met  21  times  to  re- 
view requests  for  transfers  from  the  Reserve  Fund,  examine 
department  expenditures,  conduct  public  .hearings  concerning 
annual  budget  requests  and  to  make  recommendations  relative 
to  such  budget  requests  In  addition,  as  in  the  past,  various 
subcommittee  meetings  were  held  to  determine  necessity  of 
certain  expense  and  capital  type  expenditures. 

Tli  Finance  Committee  received  15  requests  for  transfers 
from  the  reserve  fund.  Each  of  these  requests  were  carefully 
evaluated  as  to  specific  need,  and  amounts  requested  were 
adjustd  as  required  before  final  recommendations  were  voted 
by  the  committee.

where       improvements       were 
made  in  street  lighting. 

On  heavy  traffic  streets  this 
year  we  installed  92  new  21,000 
lumen  mercury  vapor  lights  as 
compared  to  36  in  1971.  On  re- 
sidential streets  we  installed  212 
new  3,500  lumen  mercury  vapor 
lights  as  compared  to  142  last 
year.  On  residential  access 
streets  we  installed  24  new  7,000 
lumen  mercury  vapor  lights  and 
157  of  the  obsolete  incandescent 
lighting  fixtures  were  removed 
as  compared  to  89  removed  last 
year. 

We  are  trying  to  phase  out  the 
old  incandescent  type  lights  as 
quickly  as  possible  because  in- 
candescent street  lighting  costs 
the  town  twice  as  much  per  ef- 
fective lumen  as  does  mercury 
vapor.  Mercury  vapor  street 
lights  give  you  more  value  for 
your  tax  dollars  and  next  year 
we  expect  that  the  Massachu- 
setts Electric  Co.  will  have  a 
new  sodium  vapor  type  street 
light  that  will  give  even  greater 
value.  We  plan  to  use  the  new 
sodium  vapor  street  lighting  as 
soon  a  sthey  are  made  available 
to  the  town. 
FIRE  ALARM 

We  removed  12  street  fire 
alarm  boxes  this  year  because 
many  false  alarms  on  these 
the  fire  chief  said  we  had  too

Iwjxps.  Over  a  three-year  peri- 
f>d  it  averaged  to  less  than 
three  false  alarms  per  box  per 
year.  I  was  strongly  opposed 
to  removing  these  boxes  be- 
cause I  don't  believe  in  taking 
fire  protection  away  from  law 
abiding  citizens  due  to  thought- 
less acts  of  vandals.  You  can 
eliminate  the  cause  by  stopping 
and  educating  the  vandals  with 
the  help  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment. I  did  not  believe  the 
quantity  of  false  alarms  in- 
volved warranted  the  removal 
of  all  12  boxes. 

Although  it  is  a  fact  today 
that  most  fires  are  reported  by 
telephone  it  is  also  a  fact  that 
telephonas  malfunction  many 
times  over  a  period  of  years. 
The  fire  box  is  still  the  quick- 
est and  most  reliable  source 
for  reporting  a  fire  and  this  is 
especially  true  during  disasters 
such  as  hurricanes,  floods,  pow- 
er failures,  when  telephone 
lines  are  overloaded  or  out  of 
order  for  long  periods  of  time. 
The  fire  box  has  great  value 
even  if  it  is  only  used  for  a 
back-up  in  emergencies  or  at 
night  when  a  person  may  sight 
a  fire  and  is  unable  to  enter  a 
home  to  report  a  fire  by  tele- 
phone.

This  past  year  eight,  master 
fire  alarm  boxes  were  connect- 
ed to  the  town  municipal  fire 
alarm  system.  These  boxes 
were  all  owned  by  private  busi- 
ness concerns  except  for  one 
church.  After  being  connected 
to  the  town  alarm  system  all 
the  wiring  from  the  point  of 
connection  to  fire  headquarters 
must  be  maintained  at  the  town 
expense.  My  policy  for  the  past 
several  years  was  to  allow  only 
hospitals,  nursing  homes, 
churches  and  housing  for  the  el- 
derly to  be  connected  to  the 
town  system  and  all  private 
profit  making  business  estab- 
lishments were  requested  to  be 
connected  to  fire  headquarters 
by  ADT  or  similar  type  private 
alarm  systems.  When  private 
alarm  companies  are* used  for 
business  it  will  not  cost  the  tax- 
ayer  any  maintenance  or  capi- 
tal improvement  cost  but  they 
will  have  to  pay  a  reasonable 
annual  fee  for  services  rendered 
by  the  private  alarm  com- 
panies. 

The  fire  chief  is  recommend- 
ing more  and  more  private  bus- 
iness concerns  to  be  connected 
to  our  town  fir"  alarm  system 
and  this  practice  should  be 
stonped  because  the  circuits 
and  equipment  at  Fire  Head- 
quarters are  going  to  be  too 
overloaded.  By  continuing  to 
add  master  boxes  to  the  alarm 
system  il  will  Get  to  a  point 
where  the  taxpayers  will  be 
forced  to  snend  manv  thousands 
of  dollars  for  new  circuits  and 
equipment  if  the  alarm  system 
is  eoine  ot  have  any  degree  of 
reliability. 

The  Dersonnel  in  our  depart- 
ment have  done  a  fine  job  this 
year  and  we  received  excellent 
coonernlinn  from  most  other  de- 
partments.
